WILLIAMS’ EXAMINATION. 


Rance Williams was brought up before J. 
A. McDougall, J. P., charged with the mur- 
der of Geo. Steve. N. D. Beck, Q. C. ap 
peared for the crown and A. Prince for the 
prisoner. 


Constable Cowan sworn: In consequence 
of intormation received I went down to a 
place 14 miles below Fort Saskatchewan on 
the south bank of the river to the top of the 
cut bank where there is a mining bar in 
front. A man named Theodore Peters was 
with me, Two other men, Nixon Ford and 
George Brodrick, came there while I was 
there. I found there a depression in the 
ground as if a hole had been dug. The land 
had sunk about 3 inches below the level of 
the surrounding surface. The ‘sunkin 
ground was about 5 feet long by 24 or 3 feet 
wide. The hole appeared to be the site of a 
camp (fire. A foot at each end of the de- 
pression was clear of ashes. There were 
sighs of several other fires around the place. 
The date I was speaking of was the 23rd 
May, 1894. Could not say when the. fires 
had been burning. Peters who hada spade, 
was instructed to skim off the earth on the 
top of the depression. Af he had taken out 
a few spades fulljI noticed some tent rings, 
we then noticed a vein of white substance, 
similar to lime. Peters said it looks like 
burnt bone, I took an oil sheet and put it 
beside the hole. Peters placed a spadefull 
or two out of the hole on to the sheet. In 
the centre of the hole we raised 2 or 3 spade- 
fulls of the white substance. I broke up 
one spadefull and examined it. It contain- 
ed some buttons (here produced) apparently 
over-shirt buttons, and buckles. The clasp 
of a purse or tobacco pouch all the articles 
produced, except the oil stone and suspend: 
er bucle, were found in the matter taken 
from the hole. I collected one bucket full 
of these chunks of white substance and 
brought it back to Edmonton. It was hand- 
ed over tothe Sergeant in charge, after. 
which it was given to Dr. McInnis for ex- 
amination. The oil stone was handed to 
me by either Ford or Peters at the moment 
of finding. The suspender buckle was also 
handed to me at the hole. We examined, 
I should say, 5 buckets full of the white 
substance, The centre of the hole contain- 
ed at the bottom most of the 
white substance. Peters dug down 
the whole length of the hole through the 
white substance to the earth and found 
charred remains of three sticks of wood 
lying lengthwise in the hole. I examined 
all the white substance except what I 
brought up in the pail. Ford or Peters 
found two. wooden attachments or guy 
tightners for a tent. After the arrest on 
the 3lst May by Inspector Snyder, I hand- 
cuffed and searched the prisoner and handed 
the articles found to Inspector Snyder. 
These consisted of a note book, a purse and 
aring. Wecamped at Wetaskiwin for the 
night. Iasked the prisoner how far down 
the river he had been. He told me he had 

rted with Steve at Fort Saskatchewan, 
aoe left him camped ina tent. Insp. 
Snyder took the prisoner by train. The 
prisoner talked repeatedly, wondering at his 
arrest. From information, on my return to 
Edmonton, I asked Williams if he had ever 

t any presents from Steve. He replied 
that he had not. I asked him if he had not 
received a watch. He said no. Aring? 
No. I ommitted to state that I found four 
or five small picces of solid bone. These 
were put in the parcel along with the white 
stuff and were finally handed io Dr. 
McInnis. 

Cross-examined by A. Prince. From in- 
formation received from Peters I was in- 
duced to goto the place where I made the 
search. We dug all tha places where there 
were appearances of old fires. The white 
substance was abont one foot frem the sur- 
face. The depth to the solid ground was 
about two and one-half feet. I worked at 
intervals on this case since March 25th. I 
did not ask Steve if he had bought anything 
from Steve. 

At the hour of going to press there were 
several witnesses to be called. Detailed 
account of examination in next issue.

The answers are given in the order 
and with the same number as the ques- 
ticns, 

1. The altitude of Edmontcn is 
about 2400 feet above sea level. 

2. The yearly rainfall ranges from 6 
to 20 inches exclusive of snow fall in 
winter. 

3. The maximum of temperatur> in 
summer is ordinarily about 85, though 
90 may be touched once or twice in the 
season. The minimum in winter is 
50 below zero, on a few occasions it has 
been lower. It seldom, however, ex- 
ceeds 50 below and then only for a day 
or so. The extreme cold generally 
occurs in January and February. 

4. Average depth of wells is about 20 
feet. 

5. About 60 per cent of the country 
is prairie. The country 1s heavily 
wooded in some parts, in others ligh‘ly 
wooded, in other parts beautiful grassy 
plain. The surface gently undulating, 
except where hnoken by the Beaver 
Hills or by the deep valley of the Ses- 
katchewan or by the smaller valley of 
the Sturgeon. 

6. Spring frosts are not as a rule 
hurtful, merely checking the growth 
which, owing to the richness of the soil, 
is apt to be too rank. Crops here es 
elsewhere sometimes suffer from sur. 
mer frosts, but chiefly in low lying lo- 
calites and through careless farming. 

7. Broken native horses of from 1000 
to 1200 Ibs. are worth #75 to $100. 

8. Dressed beef is worth 5c per Ib. tc 
the farmer. Cows from $25 to $40. 
Pork 4c per lb. live weight. Chickens 
@1 per pair, ordinary breeds. - 

9. Binders cost $175.00; seeders 
£80.00 ; breaking plough $20.00 ; stub- 
ble plough $18.00 ; Harrows, 60 teeth, 
215.00 ; waggon $75.00 to $80.00, 
mowers $65.00 ; rake $30.00. 

10. Produce. Wheat 40c to 50c a 
bushel, oats 25¢ to 30c, barley not 
much in demand but good malting bar.

eries are about ready tocommence oper 
ations ; rye, no market yet; potatoes 25c 
per bushel in the fall,50c in the spring, 
generally in good demand for shipment 
before setting in of cold weather. 
British Columbia is the market for our 
surplus oats and beef. Southern Al- 
berta and interior of British Columbia 
for potatoes. Eggs 20c to 30c a dozen, 
butter 20c to 30c a pound, hay $5.00 a 
ton delivered in town. 

11. Registered draught or road stallion 
of good pedigree is worth about $600. 
This is good property in a country such

two others in South Edmonton, there 
can be no inducement offered in this 
direction. 

13. This is not a desirable locality 
for persons seeking employment, as 
there are no large invesiments of capit- 
al, labor is employed on a small scale, 
The supply already exceeds the demand 
and wages are low; a steady man, who 
desires to own a farm and a home, can 
do so with a small capital backed up 
with industry and perseverance, and in 
a short time be fairly well off. If work- 
ing for wages is the only object, a man 
could do better in other places than he 
could here. 

14. Breaking $3.00 an acre and 
ploughing $1.50. 

The Edmonton district is especially 
adapted to mixed farming. Sheep do 
well in small flocks, though owing to 
the deep black soil and rank vegetation 
it might not be considered, by some, the 
ideal country for sheep. Wheat grows 
to perfection and yields from 20 to 40 
bushels per acre; the weight frequently 
runs over 60 to the bushel.. Oats have 
yielded over 100 bushels to the acre; 60 
would be considered a very ordinary 
yield. 

At the Winnipeg agricultural exhi- 
bition in 1891, the Edmonton district, 
against Manitoba and the Northwest, 
carried off the first prize for grain in the 
straw, not less than 10 varieties, and 
not less than half a sheaf of each varie- 
ty ; also first prize for native grasses, 
not less than 10 varieties. In 1892 
the exhibition was held in July, too 
early to exhibit grain in the straw, Ed- 
monton again took first prize for native 
grasses.

FLOODS IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Vancouver, June 4.—Reports have 
reached here that five bridges at Three 
Forks are down and the miners flooded out. 
At Revelstoke the railway wharf is under 
water and the rails cannot be reached to 
repair the breaks. The Revelstoke and 


Arrow Lake branch has suffered six wash- 
outs and is impassable. At Twin Butte 
three washouts have been repaired. At 
Griffin Lake three landslides obstruct the 
track, the combined length of which is half 
amile. At Craiglachi the bridge is swept 
away and the water five feet deep washing 
over sixty fect of track. At these breaks 
alone the C.P.R. have 1,000 men employed. 
When the last train left the men had been 
working five days and nights without sleep, 
and all up to their waists in water. The 
fine suspension wagon road bridge is washed 
away, and several of the most valuable 
farms in the country are destroyed. At 
Yale Canon the sight is terribly grand, the 
water being churned to milky whiteness in 
the mad rush through the narrow passage. 
All Indian ranches are swept away. The 
water is twelve inches above the floods of 
1882. At Marie island the river is running 
across the track half a mile wide and six 
feet deep. All farms between Marie island 
and Chilliwack are inundated. At Sumas 
all farms in the district are flooded out. 
The track between Wharf Rock and Cat’s 
Landing will take six weeks to repair. At 
Golden the floods on the Columbia have 
stopped railway tratfic. 

Latest reports from Westminister are to 
the effect that the Frazer river continues to 
increase in volume and is eating into the 
dykes and railway embankment. The river 
has risen three feet in the past twenty-four 
hours, and is still rising. The track is 
washed away at Warren Rock, and rail pas- 
sengers are brought by boat direct from 
Ruby Creek to Westminister. There is a 
good deal of suffering in the city and pro- 
visions are scarce. The meat supply will 
not last two days. The dam at Ho 
Slough has broken away as well as the d ke 
and all farmers in that vicinity have. lost 
everythi A few more inches and Lulu 
island and Pitt meadow, including 60,000 
acres of the finest lands in the province, will 
disappear. 

The water has risen six inches at Mission 
and eight inches at Langley. Both towns 
are completely under water, and the greatest 
cme prevails. At Kootenay the mines 
are flooded out, and hundreds of thousands 
of dollar’s worth of machinery is ruined.

A PLEA FOR DAIRYING. 


prof. Robertson began his lecture the 
other evening before the Winnipeg Board 
of trade by stating that his object was to 
interest the peop'e in the policy of the de- 
tment With which he is connected, 
ia h was pointed towards the improve- 
ment of the conditions of life in Manitoba. 
Hi found in all parts of Canada? a feeling 
“é hostility between people in the country 
and those living in towns, which would be 
removed if the latter would take an inter- 
est in the best methods of production and 
ody the farmers’ position. Ifthe people 
-¢ Winnipeg would take a real, deep- 
ated interest in agriculture in Manitoba, 
had powers of clear thought and 
rong speech to guide farmers into better 
-actiwes. Agriculture and commerce al- 
, ays went hand in hand. In this prov- 
woe there were sources of wealth which

“ald manage men, but the latter fell into 
jishonor, because he could only talk. 
Farmers would gain high wages for their 
management by making butter through 
the winter and cheese during the summer 
an’ by having swine to sell during the 
spring In three years his department 
iad established in Ontario twenty-three 
diferent factories where butter was made 
ist winter, and the people managed to 
have butter to sell at twenty-seven cents a 
pound. He told of an owner of a 250 acre 
farm who had last year made $2,300 in cash

from his cows and $700 from swine. He 
had his cows give milk ten months in the 


year; they averaged $53 a head. He 
juilt a silo and fed his forty-five cows on 
Indian corn, 

Managing the market was also of im- 
portance. Over the whole Dominion the 
prices of grain had gone down in the last 
ten years, thirty .o forty per cent. The 
exchange values of geain had not gone 
down so much. Men could grow wheat at 
less cost now, and by improved milling 
machinery they could make more bread; 
this was intrinsic value. Then there was 
the value for exchange, for cloth, machin- 
ery, groceries and furniture. The ex- 
change value for these things had not 
fallen so much as the price per bushel had 
fallen. The actual cash value of butter 
and cheese had not gone down, at all, and 
the exchange value had gone up a great 
deal, The only safe kind of agriculture 
for Manitoba in the time to come was to 
produce butter, cheese and bacon ; then 
wheat asa side issue, and not the main 
object of farming. 

Muscular strength aud fertile soil were 
required in primitive farming; the only 
economy was that which made people do 
without things. The people of Ontario 
used to do without furniture, clothing, gro- 
ceries, machinery, ete., and then they 
could muke money and save a little. Now 
poople were not willing to pat up with an 
absence of comforts. The people of Mani- 
toba persisted in trying to make money 
by in growing ; stll they would not ¢ 
without things. The people of Russia and 
India were building railways and growing 
grain, and their grain was going into 
London at the same timeas ours. The 
people here had three times the amount of 
clothing they had, As long as people 
grew wheat and do without things, they 
would fetch everybody else down to their 
level or make them go out of wheat grow- 
ing. Competition docs not always de- 
press prices. We can protect ourselves 
against low prices by sending to market 
a class of products that will always bring 
high prices, namely animals and their pro- 
ducts, such as butter, cheese and bacon ; 
and then we can raise wheat on less arca. 
He did not sey whether or not the freight 
charges were too high; buat any company 
could carry 4 tub of butter to Liverpool 
for no more ‘wear and tear, and no more 
wages than it would require to carry a 
bushel of wheat, While it would claim 
half the value of the wheat, it would claim 
no more than one-tenth the value of the 
tub of batter for freight. Farmers then, 
can save themselves from losing so much 
into the hands of the transportation com- 
panies. It is economy to concentrate any- 
thing that has to be carried thousands of 
miles. We could not afford to carry cord- 
wood from Ontario. Certain classes of 
products cannot be carried too far, ~be- 
cause of the expense of moving; it should 
be considered whether wheat is one of 
these, and whether it is not better to have 
wheat turned into bacon. An experiment 
with two carloads of swine showed that 
the poorest olass of rough, heavy swine 
wided nine pounds of bacon for every 
bushel of frozen wheat. With well bred 
animals in a comfortable place there was 
a little over fifteen pounds increase per 
bushel. The price of swine, live weight, 
had been over five cents a pound for the 
last tive years. At that average price, 
twenty-three cents a bushel was realized 
for frozen wheat after allowing five cents 
tor shrinkage on the swine. ; 

How can dairy farming be introduced 
—_ with the most success? a — 

*rof. Rebertson supposed, was as fertile 
as any on the earth. On the Brandon and 
Indian Head experimental farms it had 
been observed that when land had been 
cropped a few years, the grain ripened a 
few days later; and where a very light 
top dressing of manure was used it —_. 
ed a few days earlier. One ton of wheat 
would carry more of the elements of fer- 
tility out of Manitoba than 400 tons of 
butter. The proportion of exhaustion 
from bacon, cheese and beef were rather 
higher, but none of them were within a 
freer ee from wheat, oats or 
ey. 


in’ Manitoba who are not employed pro- 


fitably at productive work for more than 
three months in the year could he profit- 
ably employed ten months in dairy farm- 
ing. In 1886 the value of the exports of 
cheese from Canada was $754,000. After 
seven years of hard pushing of the busi- 
ness the value had run to $13,407,000, and 
the price was a'soa good deal higher last 
year. The market was not likely to be 
appreciably affected by Manitoba for the 
next ten years. Reasons for considering 
the business safe were that cheese is the 
cheapest food product, a pound being 
about two and a half pounds of beef for 
nourishment. In England people buy 
cheese as the cheapest food. They are 
continually taking more concentrated food 
therefore it will pay farmers to produce 
the class of faod for which the demand is 
increasing. Weare keen competitors with 
the United States. In 1884 the United 
States exported $16,000,000 worth of 
theese ; last’ year only about $7,000,000 
worth, leaving us more market for ours. 
Since 1890 the exports of butter have beea 
quadrupled. Discussing the question, how 
to goabout the introduction of the busi- 
ness into this province, Prof. Robertson | 
said that since 1890 travelling inspectors 
had been sent through the province to in- 
struct farmers and farmers’ wives more 
with a view of stirring up interest than 
siving information that would be of per- 
manent service. All over the province 
they had found ill-concealed indifference, 
small audiences, and almost no encourage- 
ment, until the conclusion was reached 
two years ago, to put the work into Quebec 
end the maritime provinces and wait un- 
til the wheat fever here should wear off. 
Accordingly last year he was instructed 
to confine the work in Manitoba to instruct- 
tion of cheese makers. The plan this year 
is to have two travelling dairies spend 
their whole time in Manitoba and the 
Northwest Territories from.now till har-

Prince Edward Island, who 
geowing no corn were induced to plant 
simples, the government giving cue worth 
five cents to every farmer to plant a quar- 
ter of an acre. This year 5,000 acres of 
cGrn were grown. A number of farmers 
were with difficulty induced to put up a 
sniall building for a cheese factory, the 
gcvernment puttingin a press in each and 
charging 2}c per pound for doing the busi- 
ness and giving back the proceeds from 
the sale of the cheese. ‘Thousands of 
fatmers visited the factory in one summer. 
Hilf of the cheese was sent to England 
ail sold at the same price as the best 
Ox:tario cheese. Last season eleven com- 
paitiies of farmers built cheese factories, 
peid for them and equipped them them- 
se.ves and asked the department to run 
them, which was done for1l} cents per 
peund. The revenue was $48,000 tor the 
saies of cheese. This season there are 
seventeen factories having a revenue of 
aliout $100,000; nearly all had paid their 
ovn way this year, This had been done 
in’ three years. A creamery thoroughly: 
wéll equipped would cost $3,000, that is 
$69 per farm for fifty farmers. It would 
puy farmers to do without extra machinery 
or sell it toget this extra equipment. By 
heving centrifugal separators in use, 
fa'mers would get one-fifth more butter 
aiid higher prices. By giving a little 
better care to cattle through the winter, 
building sod stables and growing a few 


{ mbre oats, they would get far more milk. 


By keeping swine they could find an out- 
le’ for their barley and inferior wheat. It 
cou never pay to carry live cattle to Kng- 
land to be slaughtered there for beef. The 
best thing isto have them killed in Can- 
aca and save the shrinkage and cost of 
tr«nsportation. The lecturer suggested 
the consideration of whether a good pack- 
ing howse could not be had in Winnipeg ; 
aljo a packing house for bacon. Either 
Biandon or Winnipeg, he said, would be 
a capital point. The department had con- 
seited to spend the most of the time, for 
the next three years, on the maritime 
provinces and the Northwest.
